Hearing Set For 


Main Street 
Undergrounding 


The, Yorba Linda City Council 
vote sday to Set Aptil 7 as a 
public hearing date for ‘*Mainten- 
ance District #2°’---which will cover 
undergrounding of utilities on Main 
Street. 

The Main Street project has been 
high on the list of city 
undergrounding possibilities, ac- 
cording to city administrator Art 
Simonian. He noted the city staff 
favored the Main Street under- 
grounding project, rather than other 
alternatives, because funds allow for 
the completion of the entire project. 
If, on the other hand, the city chose 
tounderground utilities along Yorba 
Linda Boulevard, it would have to be 
done in piece meal fashion. Funds 
would allow completion of only a 
block or two at this time. 

**Undergrounding on Main Street 
would also create a better economic 
climate in the business district,"’ 
Simonian added.

PUSD ElectionMarch 4 


Almost 24,000 voters will be 
eligible to go to the polls Tuesday, 
March 4 to select three Trustees for 
the Placentia Unified School District 
and decide the fate of a $20 million 
bond issue for continued building of 
school facilities. 

The bond election will require a 
two-thirds vote to pass. Also on the 
ballot are five openings in four areas 
of the North Orange County 
Community College District, with all 
voters voting in all districts. 
Placentia is included in Area 3. 

Ballets in the PUSD elections will 
eome from all of Placentia and parts 
of Fullerton, Anaheim, Brea, Yorba 
Linda and Orange County territory. 
Polls will be open from 7 a.m. to 8 
p-m. 

Nine candidates are seeking the 
three seats on the PUSD Board, 
including the three incumbents, all 
of whom are officers of the board. 

Incumbents include Mrs. Jean 
Pappas, President of the Board; Dr. 
William Yates, Vice President and 
Salvador Zavala, Clerk. 

Others running include a 
three-man slate from the Anaheim 
section of PUSD, who also have been 
active in the deannexation efforts of 
PUSD’s Rio Vista Elementary 
Schocl, seeking to merge it into the 
Anaheim City School District. 

The three-man slate includes 


James R. Jamieson, a business 
management consultant; Jack 
Manos, an accountant and Milfred 
F. Smith, financial management 
coordinator. 

Two university students also are 
seeking the seats, Kenneth E. 
Neidiger and Martin J. Petersen. 
The ninth candidate is Mike K. 
Shimansky, Jr., a data operations 
manager and resident of the county 
area in the Yorba Linda neighbor- 
hood.

Planners Turn Down Brake Shop 


The Yorba Linda planning 
commission turned down Monday 
night a proposal to open a brake and 
front-end alignment shop in the 
abandoned service station on the 
corner of Main Street and Lemon. 

Citing concern for the appro- 
priateness of such a business in the 
area and for possible noise levels 
produced by power tools, the 
commission refused an application 
for a conditional use permit for the 
shop in a 4-0 vote. 


The applicant can appeal the 
ruling to the city council. 
Speaking in opposition to the 


measure were Catherine Bushong of 
Sas Rags and Dee Hale of The 
Crafters hobby shop, who occupy 
the buildings immediately south of 
the location. They protested 
potential noise and parking 
problems. 


Also opposed was John Brewster 
of Brewster's Automotive, Inc., 


4876 Main, who declared that the 
proposal would not be ‘‘fair’’ to 
Main Street businessmen. 


The commission had first voted to 
continue consideration of the permit 
until specific information were 
available regarding noise, but at the 
applicant's request it re-opened the 
question and voted it down 

The location, formerly a Signal Oil 
station, has been vacant for eight 
years 


Tuesday. However, Lusk of John 
Lusk and Sons Developers called the 
city to say that he declined to protest 
until he had time to try to enter into a 
pre-annexation agreement with the 
city and possibly with Kraemer. 


Lusk, who reportedly owns 
outright some 20 acres of the 
disputed 65, has an ‘‘equitable 


interest’ in the rest. Lusk is slated 
to develop 10 acres of the land as 
Phase | of ultimate development of 
the entire 65. Lusk had already 
begun grading on 10 acres of the 
land when work was stopped by a 
Local Agency Formation Commis- 
sion decision requiring that the 
property be annexed to the city in 
order to acquire services from the 
Yorba Linda County Water District. 

Kraemer challenged the legality 
of the LAFC ruling in court,---and 
lost. 

According to city council mem- 
bers, the fate of the controversial 
annexation will be decided when 
they meet on March 3. 

The LAFC decision was a 
one-of-its-kind ruling, marking the 
first time that body exercised the 
right to require a land owner to 
annex to a city before annexing to a 
special district.

City Gets ‘Bargain’ 
In Telephone Poles 


Yorba Linda is the proud 
possessor of 150 telephone poles, 
That's right, telephone poles. 

It all started when Jerry Gorman 
of the Horse Committee told the city 
of a ‘bargain you can't resist.’’ He 
was right, they couldn't resist it. 
Gorman told the council that by 
buying the poles in such a large 
quantity the contractor could sell 
them for about half the usual price. 

According to pubic works 
department head, Roy Stephenson, 
the poles could be used for various 
projects, such as retaining walls, 
dead-end barriers and the like. 

Gorman would like to see the 
poles to construct bleachers, railing, 
gates, etc. for his pet project---an 
arena in the old settling basin, east 
of the Nixon Freeway, north of 
Buena Vista. Gorman. along with 


other volunteers, feels the old basin, 
now dry, would make a good arena, 
not only for horse shows, but for 
other group activities. 

All work and equipment for 
transforming the basin into a 
community facility would be 
donated, Gorman explained. Also, 
the city would be reimbursed for 
much of the funds put into the 
project by charging groups who use 
the arena for fundraisers a 
percentage of profits for the use. 

The council decided to take the 
poles for the going price---$2,500 for 
150, with a $500 down payment to 
start delivery. 

A four man majority voted to take 
the bargain. Dissenter was Mrs. 
Carolyn Ewing, who was concerned 
with legal problems in procuring and 
storing the poles.

Every person, be he young or old, rich or poor, 
widowed, orphaned, unemployed or on welfare must pay 
the tax. For it is levied on every utility use including gas, 
electricity, water and telephone. The 5 per cent tax was 
instituted in 1971 to build the new Civic Center. 

This tax has evidently made our city rich, rich enough to 
buy S acres adjoining the new Civic Center for no definite 
purpose. The purchase price is $85,000 an acre. It is 
interesting to note that the tax assessor valued the property 
at $40,000 an acre, while the private appraisal firm, hired 
by the city, tagged it with an $85,000 an acre value. The 
City Council, ignoring the protests of some of us, moved 
ahead last week and 
purchased the property. 
(Councilman Bob Langer 
cast the sole dissenting 
vote.) 


“*All the members of the 
committee are volunteering 
their time and = many 
resources, but some things, 
like printing and newspaper 
advertising, take money,” 
Haskell pointed out. He also 
makes arrangements for 
donations and goi all the 
paper needed for brochures 
and fact sheets donated 
from a paper company.

The reasons given for 
spending $425,000 for the 
five acres are (1) It’s a good 
investment and sure to 
appreciate. (2) The land 
may be needed if the Civic 
Center needs to expand. (3) 
Cities will be required to 
furnish more services in the 
future. Mayor Bob Lyons 
used as an example the 
‘‘enrichment of the cultural 
environment’’. When asked 
if that meant the City might 
build a theatre on the site, 
Mayor Lyons refused to 
pinpoint it saying, ‘‘We are 
not sure’’. 


As far as this taxpayer is 
concerned, the reasons 
have no merit.

We 
don’t need or want the City 
to speculate with our tax 


funds, no mattér how 
certain the speculation 
might be. 


The Civic Center certain- 
ly does not need to expand;

are still empty, unused 
offices in it, according to a 
recent news report. Fur- 
thermore, it's highly unlike- 
ly that expansion will ever 
be needed. We are a city of 
33,000 and will reach 40,000 
population. How many 
more offices could we 
possibly need? What kind of 
government kingdom are 
we building in Placentia?

The Placentia Unified 
School District has been in 
the program since 
1962. when rapid growth 
began, and taxpayers have 
paying. the same 
building rate since then.
